JP 05-325217 and JP 63-193215 were cited by a Japanese Examiner in an 
Official Action mailed December 10, 2002 in a corresponding Japanese Application 
Number 09-236475. The Official Action states that JP 5-325217 discloses a technique 
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of forming spots on a plurality of tracks of a disc at the same time, by dividing light 
emitted from a semiconductor laser into a plurality of beams. The Official Action further 
states that JP 63-193215 discloses that a lens support member and a light detector 
support member are attached to a chassis. On page 5, lines 17-19, this document 
states: "A tubular member (11) accommodates a lens (12) to focus a reflection light 
from a medium (6) on a light detector (7)." On page 6, lines 11-12, this document 
states: "A position of the lens (12) is adjusted so that a light guided to the light detector 
(7) is focused on light detector (7)." 

JP 02-089236 discloses a multi-beam optical head having a rotatable reflection 
mirror (claim 1 ). 

JP 03-141045 discloses an optical pickup device in which a reflecting member is 
rotatably provided to the periphery of a deflecting point of its deflecting surface (claims). 

JP 05-290405 discloses a multi-beam had optical head in which a 45° 
rectangular prism is rocked around the optical axis of an objective lens and a beam 
string is rotated (Abstract). 

JP 07-235060 discloses an optical pickup in which a half mirror is rotatably 
provided around an optical axis of mirror reflected light (claim 3).
